7. All useful liiveutions to be free to 
all. tile invfiitor to be remunerated by 
tlie ihiIpIIc. 

S. I.alior legislation to be made na¬ 
tional instead of lueal, and Interna¬ 
tiona 1 wliere possllde. 

!t. .National insurance of working peo 
|ile against accidents and luck of em¬ 
ployment and pensions In old age. 

IP. Kqtial elvil and |iolltloal rights 
for women, and the nl>olitlon of all 
laws (lisetiminjitliig against women. 

11. Tile adoiition of tlic Initiative and 
Referendum, and tlie right of recall of 
representatives by the voters. 

12. Ahniition of war as far as the 
United Slates are concerned, and the 
Introduction of international arbitra¬ 
tion Instead. 

The Social Democratic Party of 
.Vmerica does not hope for the estab- 
lisliment of social order through the 
Increase of misery, but on the contrary 
e.xpeets its coming through the deter- 
mlntal, united efforts of the workers 
of both city and country to gain and 
use the |>ollticaI iiower to that end. 
In view of this we adopt the following 
platform for the puriKwe of uniting 
the workers in the country with those 
in the city: 

1. No more public land to be sold, but 
to be utilized by tlie United States or 
the state dlrt>ctly for the public beneUt. 
of leased to farmers In small parcels 
of not over WO acres, the state to make 
strict regulations ns to Improvement 
and cultivation. Forests and water¬ 
ways to be put under direct control of 
the nation. 

2. Construction of grain elevators, 
uiagnzines and cold storage buildings 
l)y the nation, to be used by the farm¬ 
ers at cost. 

3. The postal, railroad, telegraph and 
telephone services to be so united that 
every post and railroad station shall 
be also a telegraph and telephone cen¬ 
ter. Telephone service for farmers, as 
for residents of cities, to be at cost. 

4. A uniform postal rate for the 
transportation of agricultural products 
on all railroads. 

5. Public credit to be at the disposal 
of counties and towns for the Improve¬ 
ment of roads and soli and for Irriga¬ 
tion and drainage.

All the armies of the 
world cannot restrain the silent, in¬ 
visible evolutionary forces which are 
in operation, and these are tending 
steadily away from war and toward 
peace. Slowly but steadil.v we are 
emerging from the savagery of war. 
Its horrors are still glorlfl^ in the 
name of civilization, but the clarion 
words of Douglass .Terrold, “War is 
murder in uniform," are not entirely 
drowned In the huzzas inspired by the 
death and desolation wrought upon 
the vannuishetl foe. 

Not sill our people participated in 
thanksgiving to the Almighty in 
olKHllence to the President’s promma- 
tion. for having enatded our soldiers to 
overwhelm and crush and mangle the 
HoldierM of Spain, and make widows of 
their sllves and orphans of their chil¬ 
dren. 

Every consideration of civilization, 
every Interest of hniuanlty, commands 
us to cultivate the arte of jieace and 
to discourage tlie horrors of war, anti 
thus fidflll our national destiny by fur¬ 
nishing a mmlel for the eimihitlon of 
other nations of the earth. 

What has here Is-eu said •lias, of 
course, reference only to our own 
country. 'Hie disisisltiou of the coun¬ 
tries wliicli came into our iKissessloii 
in consettuence of the war Is another 
question. 8|>nnlsh authority has been 
driven out of these countries, and that 
was the sole Issue of the war. A. 
reasonable protectorate should be ex¬ 
ercised by the goveninient over the 
islands slie has conquered until their 
domestic alfalrs are organized, and 
for tills puriHisi' an army suttlclent for 
garrison' servli-e should lie main¬ 
tained, wlilch can lie gradually with¬ 
drawn ns this object is accompllsheil. 
Then let the inhabitants govern tliem- 
selves as they mh* tit. and in due 
course of time they will work out 
their own destiny. 

tif course, tliere arc those who si-e. 
or imagine they H<‘e. great complica¬ 
tions in the near future, and. then*- 
fore. Insist that our country should be 
armeil to the teeth, ready for war 
with other great nations at the word 
of command. They are not close stu¬ 
dents of the course of event!<l~-There 
Is a movement, silent and spontane¬ 
ous as the dawn, which they omit 
from their calculations. ‘ • 

Stoclalism. quickened into life In the 
womb of capitalism, is spreading over 
the civilized world. Its growth during 
the past few years has been phenom¬ 
enal.

Now that the war has been prac¬ 
tically tennlnateil. a multiplicity of 
new questions an* budding on the 
"thorny stem of time." .Vinong these 
the central. <-oiuniandlng projMisItlon Is. 
“Wicr sliall 1 h> done with the army'^" 
and upon the answer dejwnds the char¬ 
acter and to a large extent the iieri>etu- 
Ity of the RepubLe 
StrlpiHsl of all verbiage designed to 
confuse the mind and obsi-ure the Is¬ 
sue, the question Is "Shall the Uniteil 
States of America succumb to the rule 
of militarism, which dominates the old 
world r 

Back of this Interrogatory. In shad¬ 
owy outline, looms the "man on horse¬ 
back” awaiting the answer, not of the 
American people, hut of the select few 
to whom, under our benign representa¬ 
tive system, they have surrendered 
their sovereign prerogatives. 

Militarism Is defined by Webster as 
“reliance on military forci* In adminis¬ 
trating government" 

For years, esiiecially since great la¬ 
bor strikes have alarmed capitalists 
and Incidentally disturbed the country, 
the way has been quietly, gradually 
cleared for the Intrmluctlon of legis¬ 
lation Into Congrt'ss providing for a 
substantial and |>ermnnent increase 
In the standing army. Every con¬ 
ceivable reason, except tbe right one, 
was put forth lu Justification of the 
demand. General .Miles caught the 
spirit long before the Tvar with Spain 
or any other eountry was ever dreamed 
of. He boldly made the recommenda¬ 
tion and in support xtf the proposition 
ventured nearer than any other In dis¬ 
closing Its true purpose by putting It 
upon the ground that the country 
should be “prepared against Internal 
dissension." 

The matter was taken up by thp press 
and large and Infiuenttal papers were 
moved to give hearty Indorsement to 
tbe project. But, somehow. It would 
not take with the is'ople. They were 
uniformly and eraphatleally against It. 
They were Instinctively opposetl to a 
large standing army. 'They felt that It 
was In conflict with the spirit of demo¬ 
cratic institntions and In violence of 
American doctrine and traditions. Tlie 
spirit that prompted Washington In his 
“Farewell” to warn his countrymen 
against “overgrown military establish¬ 
ments, which, under any form of gov¬ 
ernment, an* Inauspicious to liberty, 
and which an* to be n'gnrded as par¬ 
ticularly hostile to republican liberty," 
still burned and glowed In their breasts. 
They knew that a large standing army 
Is Inimical to liberty; and that they can 
not dwell together Is a fact attested 
by all history. 

At this conjuncture tbe Cuban qnea- 
tlon began to agitate the country, cul¬ 
minating In tbe de<iaratlon of war. 
Legislation by Congress to organize 
and equip an army follower! In rapid 
order. In tbe excitement incident to 
the wave of patriotic sentiment which 
swept over the country, all objection 
to Increase of the army disappeared, 
but now that the war Is ended, the 
question of a standing army, Its slse, 
distribution, pay and the general pcdlcy 
of tbe Government relative thereto, 
again appeals to the calm and thought¬ 
ful consideration of tbe American peo¬ 
ple 

Speaking for myself. I am of tbe 
opinion that the army should as speed¬ 
ily as possible be reduced to Its former 
peace footing. ’That there is any prob¬ 
ability of this being done, I do not 
believe. The opening came, tbe army 
expanded under tbe uetN'ssIties of war 
and It will never be reduced to Its 
former limits and limitations. Tbe 
commercial spirit, bom of tbe capitalist 
system, reqatres a large standing army 
to maintain its regime and en- 
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States. These are mainly geographical 
uDd historical. ) 

In an historical souse the main point 
of dlffert'inv lH*tw«*«*n a despotism and 
a democracy Is the standing aniiy. 
Where there is a despotism tlwre is a 
standing army, ami where there is a 
standing nmi.v then* is des|K>tlsm, 
lleur.v lAilN>uchere, the famous editor 
of the lA>udon Truth, lu dls<*usBlng the 
effe<*t of a standing army In the United 
States, said in a rt'cent issue of bis 
|>aiH>r; 

“This army would soou crush out 
demiK'rac.v at home and lu thir end 
some popular General would fet>l It his 
duty to save society hy making hlra- 
s<‘lf such a President as the Coustltu- 
tlon never contemplated.” 

He is right. Tbe democratic spirit 
would soon decline and wither in an 
atmosphere charged with militarism, 
and if any trace of It survived. It 
would be speedily stamperl out. 

A century of national progress has 
been achieved with hut the nucleus of 
a regular army, and in all tbe exl- 
geucies which have arisen. The volun- 
t«>er army, the citizen-soldiery have 
been fonnd equal to every demand of 
the country. 

Most conclusively were the readiness 
and eliieieDcy of the volunteer host 
demonstrated lu the war Just closed. 
Wh.v, then, should there be any de¬ 
parture from our natioual policy at 
this time, and a large standing army 
nmlntalue<I lu time of i>euce? Tbe ans¬ 
wer readily suggests Itself. They wiio 
favor a strong military arm are uot 
much concern^ about a foreign foe. 
They know that the peojile ran alwn.vs 
be relied upon to defend the country 
against aggressions from the outside. 
The secret of tlielr nuxlet.v Is that they 
do not tnist the is-ople—their own 
countrymen. 

The fearful itoverty to wiilcli tens of 
thousands of workingmen have l>e«>n 
ground in the merciless mill of capital¬ 
istic competition has creat(‘d discon¬ 
tent and anger which i>orteDd resist¬ 
ance on an ever-Jastlng s<-ale. and 
It Is to force and keep in sul>Je<‘tlon 
these victims of capitalistic conquest 
that the standing army is demauderl. 

Judicial deert'es. issued at tbe behest 
of the "power I>eblud the throne" and 
subversive of evey vestige of liberty, 
will eommand oltodieiice wiicn serviM 
with tile gleam of bayonet upon them. 
Every Ft*<leral Judge will be a Czar, 
and. ex-offlelo, commander of the 
forces in his Jnrlsdictlon. 

The standing aniiy Is a ceaseless and 
stupendous burden upon the people. It 
gnaws at their vitals In all the circling 
hours of the day and night. It pro¬ 
duces nothing. It simply devours. 
Viewed In Its most favorable light, It 
Is a necessary evil, and should be re¬ 
duced to the minimum. 

Will a large standing army add to 
onr moral strength at home or abroad? 
On the contrary. It will serve as a de¬ 
moralizing factor. We are strong and 
we are respected In proportion as we 
trust the people, and cultivate fraternal 
relations among them. We become 
weak and Invite contempt in propor¬ 
tion as we seek to dominate them by 
brute force. 

I maintain, therefore, that an In¬ 
creased regular army would weaken, 
not streng^en, the Nation, aind that It 
would provoke, rather than allay, hos- 
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“Resolved, That we reaffirm the truth 
expressed in the proceedings of the 
Intemational Labor Congress, held In 
lAuidon in August, 1896. that while It 
Is absolutely necessary for the work¬ 
ing people to make use of the iwlitical 
power In order to secure and c'lfopce 
(he demands of labor, yet differences 
of political views held by members of 
th^ labor organizations should not .be 
a reason for separate organization' In 
the economic stmgitle cansing dissen¬ 
sions and disruptions. 

“Resolved, That we consider strikes 
and boycotts as historically necessary 
weapons to obtain the demands of 
trades unionism; we further recognize 
In the union label an Important factor 
In strengthening the power of organi¬ 
zation, and educating the public to 
demonstrate in a practical way Its 
sympathy and asslstajt:® tu the cause 
of labor; and we therefore Indorse all 
the labels of the bona fide trades 
unions, earnestly recommending to the 
membership of the Social Democratic 
Party of America to patronize only 
such concerns selling prodnets bearing 
the same. 

“Resolved, That we condemn the at¬ 
tempt to disrupt the labor movement 
by organizing rival nnlons to the bona 
fide trades unions. 

“Resolved, That wc encourage the 
movement of organized labor for tbe 
establishment of a legal elghtThonr 
workday and the Saturday half holl- 
day. 

“Resolved, That we condemn the 
modem white slavery of the sweating 
system.” •
